This man ſerved as interpreter between captain Dalton and Nander- 


auze, who thinking it not difficult to bribe ſuch a perſon, offered 


him a conſiderable ſum of money, if he would be inſtrumental in 
lending him affiſtance to get poſſeſſion of the town. The man de- 


fired ſome time to conſider of it, and on his return honeſtly diſco- 
vered the whole to captain Dalton, who, after returning him thanks 
for his fidelity, and promiſing a reward, ordered him to carry on 
the ſcheme with Nanderauze, and on his next viſit to aſſure him he 
was ready to obey his orders. The fellow returned with his leſſon, 

and acted his part naturally, ſo as to avoid the appearance of double 
dealing.

[ \ Sor of our "tips at 26 time & being e on the cont from 
England with recruits, a dgtachment of 170 men, and ſome ſe- 
poys were ordered to march and reinforce us, under the command heed; 
of lieutenant Repington, who joined us on the zd of Auguſt, and 
on the 5th we ſet out for Trichinopoly i in company with the King's 
horſe, commanded by Monagee. The enemy at this time alſo re- 
cCeived a reinforcement, and were in battalion ſuperior; however, as 
Trichinopoly was ill ſupplied and diſtreſſed, we were obliged to 
march.

The ſcheme was well laid, and had not 
the French petulance, made them too ſoon diſcover themſelves, 
they perhaps might have had time to execute their deſigns, and have 
entered the town. When our officer came to the place attacked, it 
was not eaſy for him to diſcover the fituation of the enemy: but 
however in the hurry and confuſion, he did not forget the gate, on the 
flanks of which he poſted a number of men, with plenty of ammu- 
nition, to fire from thence inceſſantly, whether they heard or ſaw 
any thing of the enemy or not. And luckily he did, for the guide 
and petardier were found killed within ten yards of the gate. The 
eſcaladers had ſo far ſucceeded in their deſign as to have fixed ladders 
3 againſt the inner wall, and began to mount. The commanding

Tur king of Tanjore after a great many difficulties, ſent out ſome 
of his troops to Tricatapolly; eighteen miles from Trichinopoly, 
and made no ſmall merit of what he had done, for the Nabob.

lity to his engagements. The ſums we had expended in the ſup- 
port of his cauſe, inſtead of raiſing in him the n of — 
farther burthenſome to us, lay like a heavy weight upon his mind; 
and the diſtreſs he was in for money, with the impoſſibility of pay- 
ing any conſiderable part of his debt to the Company, viſhly affected 
his health: his brothers accompanied him, g the ving a ſeparate 
command, would each of them keep up as many attendants, and 
as large an expence as the Nabob himſelf. Exhanſted by this un- 
neceffary profuſion, he was not able to furniſh the workmen and 
materials with which he had engaged to ſupply our engineers for 
compleating their fortifications, nor even to * money for his own 
troops to prevent them from diſbanding Upon confideration- of 
this ſtate of the Nabob's affairs, it was pradently determined to take 
an exact account of his revenues, which were mortgaged to the

But it was of great conſequence + 
to his revenues, before he left the countries of Madura and Tine= _ 
velly, which uſed to produce an immenſe income, to collect the 
tbute which had not been paid during the troubles, and alſo to 
induce the ſeveral Polygars, and all ſubordinate governors to acknow- 
ledge the Nabob's right, by receiving grants from him for the couns 
tries they held under his governmen . 


Ix was neceſſary on this, as on all other occaſions, to have at hand 

a ſufficient force; for in this country, we are to look upon an army 

as a proper formality uſually attending a meſſage to a friend, a ſub» _ 

ject, or an enemy. From theſe conſiderations, an expedition was or- 
dered into the Madura and Tinnevelly countries to collect the reve- 

nues, under the command of Alexander Heron, lieutenant colonel _ 

in his Majeſty's ſervice, and major of the Company's forces, attended 

by Mr. Maunſell, to act together with the Nabob's Vakeel, (or 
agent) as commiſſaries for the adminiſtration of the monies received. 
Colonel Heron, the latter end of January 1755, marched to Mana-. 
par, a village about thirty miles from Trichinopoly. Soon after | 
| his arrival, he was joined by the Vakeels of four neighbouring Poly- 

gars, who came to ſettle their accounts, promiſing ſoon to pay the 
ballances that were due; they alſo ſigned a paper, acknowledging 
themſelves under the Nabob's government, independent of any other 
power whatſoever ; and that they enjoyed their lands in right of 
grants only, At the fame time the Nabob received letters of the 
like purport from the three principal men in the Madura and Tin- 
nevelly countries. But upon the return of the officers, one of the 
four Polygars, by name Lachynaig, who had paid part of his tribute, 
and given a bill for the reſt, refuſed to pay the remainder; where» 

fore, at the inſtance of the Nabob, colonel Heron, on the. 10th of 
February, moved with the army cloſe to a fort, which was one of 

the barriers of his country. All that day and the next he endeavour- 

ed, both by fair means and threats, to make him comply, but could 

get no ſatisfactory anſwer.

viſions; that the enemy had put our firſt diviſion in ſome diſorder, 
taken their two guns, and ſome priſoners; but that the broken troops, 


having joined the ſecond diviſion, fell on the enemy in their turn, and 


put them to flight, killing about fifty Europeans on the ſpot, with 


two officers, and, if we may believe the deſerters, the troop of M. 
Aumont was very roughly handled, a troop of huſſars cut to pieces, 


and three companies of grenadiers greatly diſordered: our guns and 


priſoners were retaken.

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1758. ſpectators, only firing a'few rockets. Had the Naja's horſe, which were 
Seat moſt five hundred, purſued at this juncture, few! or none of the 
French could have eſcaped; but there was no poſſibility of getting 
them to charge, or even advance beyond our European: battalion. 
The other part of his army were more intent upon plunder: than 
fighting. The enemy attempted to rally again at their camp, but 
were fo cloſely purſued; that they were obliged to diſperſe in ſmall 

bodies, making the beſt of their way for Rajamundry. We took. 
poſſeſfion of their camp, with all their ordnance, ammunition, ſtores, 
tents, and camp equipage; the enemy not having time to carry off any 
thing but four ſmall field- pieces, and two camels loaded with money 
and papers, which the Marquis de Conflans had ordered away on the 
firſt diſorder of their army to Rajamundry, there to wait his further 

| orders. The Marquis, with the commandant of artillery, and their 
= attendance, on finding we had got poſſeſſion of their camp, made off 
| Without waiting for any of their ſcattered troops, and getting to Raja- 
= mundry that night, proceeded the next day to Maſſulipatamg. 


On army being much fatigued, the Colonel halted in the French 
camp for the remainder of the day. After placing the proper guards 
of the camp, and ſecuring our priſoners, all the pallankeens belonging 
to the officers, and the covered chairs (which they call dooleys) were 
ſent back to the field of battle to bring the wounded of both armies. 
The French officers taken priſoners had their paroles given, and leave 

to go along with our ſick and wounded to Cockanara, a Dutch ſettle- 
ment about twenty miles from the field of battle. 


Wes had forty- four Europeans killed and wounded, among which 
were two Captains and three Lieutenants; and the French, one hun- 
dred and fifty-ſix, officers included. Great numbers of the Black 
forces fell on both fides Te e 


Ix was a moſt compleat victory, for the enemy loſt their whole 
camp, baggage, ammunition, and all their artillery, except the four field- 
pieces above mentioned. Our people took thirty-two pieces of can- 
non, and the Indian army alſo took ſome guns. Though the enemy 
had ſuch a number of guns, they were ill manned, by which means, 
when their line advanced, the artillery became uſeleſs, being all left 
in 1 rear, while our guns moving with the battalion; were conſtantly.

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- CAPTAIN Knox, with the firſt battalion of Sepoys, | was: ordered 1 


that evening to purſue the enemy as far as Rajamundry, and there 
wait the arrival of the army; and the next day, upon receiving in- 
telligence that the French were very ſtrong at Rajamundry, having 
collected together moſt of the ſcattered parties of Europeans, and 
ſome Black forces, the Colonel detached Captain Maclean, with two 
battalions of Sepoys, to reinforce Captain Knox; being joined, they 
marched, and came upon the enemy in the duſk of the evening, while 
they were croſſing the river in boats. They killed ſome Europeans, 
and took fifteen priſoners; as for the Sepoys, they threw. down their 
arms and diſperſed. Captain Knox took poſſeſſion of the fort of

I this fort were taken more artillery, ammunition, and ſtores, 
with about ſive hundred draught and carriage bullocks, ſome horſes 
and camels, and a good deal of rich furniture. The Colonel reſerved 
all the military ſtores for the company, and the remainder of the 
effects were ſold by auction, and divided as a reward to the troops for 
their good behaviour. The army encamped without the town by the 
river's fide; one company of Sepoys doing duty in the fort, and ano-— 


ther in the town, to prevent any diſturbance, 


Cortex EL FoRDE now called upon the Raja to fulfil the terms of 
agreement, and pay the extra expences; but the Indian Chief, like all 
his countrymen, could not bear the thoughts of parting with money,

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1759. Forde delivered up the fort of Rajamundry. The Raja appointed 
= —/ Captain Briſtol, a European in his ſervice, governor of this fortreſs ;

Both armies now marched towards 
Maſſulipatam, Colonel Forde taking the direct road, arrived at Elore 
the ſixth of February, where he waited for the Raja, who went out 
of the line of march to raiſe contributions.

Tux French had a factory at Narſipore, about twenty miles from 
8  Elore, at which place there were a hundred Europeans, and ſome 
Sg8SGWepoys; and M. Panneau the Chief ſeemed determined to defend it. 
Captain Knox, with the firſt battalion of Sepoys, was detached againſt 
him, and letters were ſent by the Colonel's orders to the Raja of Nar- 
ſipore and his brother, that in caſe they offered to moleſt Captain 
Knox's party, or give the French the leaſt affiſtance, they might ex- 
pect to ſee their whole country ruined; at the ſame time offering him 
proper encouragment to induce him to enter into our alliance.

Fo the ſeventh of March, to the ſeventh of April, the beſiegers 
were conſtantly employed in carrying on the uſual and neceſſary 
approaches. They bombarded the town, and deſtroyed a great many 
houſes: they battered and made ſeveral breaches in the baſtions, which 

the beſieged, by their numbers, very eaſily repaired. On the ſixth of 
April, breaches being made in two baſtions, great hopes were enter- 
tained of our being able to attack the next day, but notwithſtanding 
our continual fire all night, by the morning of the ſeventh, the enemy 
had repaired them; and now the commander of artillery repreſented 
to the Colonel, that there was only two days ammunition. remaining, 
having expended upwards of four hundred barrels of powder, with ſhot 
and ſhells in proportion, that with briſk firing all day, the breaches 
might be opened again as before, but that was all that could be done 
further by the batteries. Upon this report, Colonel Forde knowing the 
conſequence which muſt unavoidably attend the raiſing the fiege, de- 
termined to attempt it by ſtorm the ſame evening. .- Accordingly the 
_ diſpoſition was fixed; and the army ordered to be under arms at ten 
o'clock at night. Depending wholly upon his Europeans, he deſtined 
| them for the effectual ſervice : and to amuſe the enemy with two falſe 
5 attacks, he ordered Captain Knox, with the firſt battalion of Sepoys, 
to march at duſk of the evening, round the town to the weſtward, with 
directions to draw as near the walls as poſſible, and begin his fire ex- 
actly at twelve o'clock. At the fame time the Raja of Viſanapore 
was to make another falſe attack by the gate way, and front of the 
detached ravelin, with orders to follow Captain Knox's fire, making 
as much noiſe as poſſible by firing of cannon, ſmall arms, and rockets, 
and uſing every other means to alarm and perplex the garriſon. The 
European battalion, with part of the gunnery taken from Wan, 
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and fois ſeamen from the Hardwicke, and the ſecond battalion of 19906... 
Sepoys, with two field-pieces, formed the mainattack for the baſtions, wv 
where the breaches had been made. The firſt - battalion. of Sepoys 

began their fire exactly at twelve o'clock, the hour appointed, which 

was followed by the army of the Raja according to his inſtructions. 


Ix the mean time the party 15 the grand attack celle the Moraſs ; 
which ſurrounds the whole city, and came to the ditch before they 
were diſcovered, The grenadiers and two battalions of Sepoys, 
puſhed for one of the baſtions where the breach had been made, and 
the battalion of Europeans with the gunners and ſeamen made for the 
other. While the men were croſſing the ditch, the enemy poured in 
upon them their ſmall arms and grape - hot from the flanks of the baſ- 
tions, which was ſoon returned by our muſquetry. The enemy were 
driven from the breaches, but ſtill kept up a ſmart fire from the other 
works. As the two field-pieces could not be got over the main ditch, 
the officer, and men belonging to the artillery, left them, and entered 
the town with the reſt of the troops, where they were of great ſervice 
by turning the enemy's own guns againſt them, In this manner they 
_ fought the enemy, gaining baſtion after baſtion, till they anproathed

Ar this time a French officer came to the Colonel, from the 
Marquis de Conflans, aſking quarter for the Garriſon.. The Colonel 
ſent a Captain with the French officer to the Marquis, with the fol- 
lowing meſſage, That he could not give quarter while reſiſtance 
was made in any part, and that unleſs the beſieged would immediately 
_ ceaſe firing, and ſurrender themſelves, he ſhould be obliged for his own 
ſafety, to pat the whole garriſon to the word. 


Tur Marquis De Conflans diſpatched his orders for the troops to 
quit their arms, and repair to the Arſenal, and ſent the ſame meſſage 
to the out- poſts. The firing ceaſed in about half an hour after, and 
the main body of our troops repaired to the Eſplanade. A detachment 
of one hundred Europeans, two companies of Sepoys, and two guns,

Mr. Samſon the firſt mate (the Captain his brother being aſhore) had 


the addreſs to get to the windward of the French, and came to an 


anchor. One of them alſo came to an anchor, but the other con- 
tinued beating up to windward about three hours, by which time 


Captain Samſon came on board. He was determined to fight his way 
through them and make for Bengal, where he was to have carried a 
large number of priſoners, but had then only forty on board. The 


enemy's largeſt ſhip got under fail at the ſame time as the Hardwicke, 


and together with the other exchanged broadfides, till finding they 
were not able to come up with the Hardwicke, they returned and came 
to an anchor, and Mr. Moracin, who commanded the troops, not 


having heard the fate of the place, ſent a boat aſhore about midnight, 
witha letter to the Marquis De Conflans, to acquaint him that he had 
brought him ſuccours, and that he ſhould not diſembark the men till 


he received his: orders. The next morning diſcovering his miſtake, 
he failed for Ganjam, where he ſtaid till the beginning of November, 
as It was not poſfible for them to return to Pondichery againſt the 


Monſoon. There he loſt forty men in an attack made on him by 
Narraindu, a Raja of thoſe parts, who projected every ſcheme he could 
deviſe to cut them off by the ſword, by famine, or poiſon. Their 
numbers were greatly diminiſhed by the above-mentioned diſtreſſes, 


and alſo by deſertion, and when all their proviſions and money were 
gone, the country people left them to the diſtance of a league all

* GomBRooN is an European name for the famous Bunder-Abbaſſi, 
which was built by Shaw Abbas when he ruined Ormus. Ormus, 
that jewel of the world, as it was called, is at this preſent time a 
rocky iſland, ſo entirely covered with ſalt, that there is ſcarce any 
part of it but what is cruſted over with it, at leaſt two inches thick. 
In all places where they dig; 1s to be found rock falt, and conſequently 
there are no pools, neither are there any ſprings of freſh water; not- 
withſtanding which, the Portugueſe, from its advantageous ſituation 
for trade, built a very elegant city there, with a ſtrong fortification : 
but near two hundred years ago, the Perſians, with the aſſiſtance of 
the Engliſh, expelled the Portugueſe from it. The great Shaw Abbas 


= Sophi of Perſia, when he removed the trade to Gombroon, on the

Tur Mooriſh governor of this place, is Moolah Allee Shaw, who " 
ought to be ſubordinate-to the governor: of Lhor, as the governor of 14 
Lhor ſhould himſelf be ſubject to the Sophi of Perſia: but the trou- 
blies and total want of government throughout all Perſia, have made 
them both in a manner independent. The remains of ſome ſtrong. 
fortifications at Ormus afford a ſecure retreat for the governor of 
 Gombroon, when the adjacent part of the continent is diſturbed; and 
when it is quiet he comes to Gombroon, collects the cuſtoms, and very 
often endeavours to extort loans from the Europeans, by laying diffi- 
culties in the way of their trade, and terrifying them with his Arabs. 
It was by ſuch means that Moolah Allee Shaw very lately prevailed 
with the Dutch to comply with his requeſt of a loan which they had 
at firſt refuſed. Theſe Arabs are very ungovernable and inſolent, and 
when they have been taken in the act of plundering, ſeveral of their 
tribe have run out of the fort and wounded our people who were car- 
rying the delinquents before the governor; and though application has 
been made for redreſs to Moolah Allee Shaw, he never could be pre- 
vailed on to chaſtiſe them, but always excuſed himſelf, by alledging, 
that they were a tribe which no body dared to puniſh but Sheik Rama. 
Such inſtruments had Moolah Allee Shaw to employ for the gratifica -

_ notwithſtanding all the applications that were made to him, inſtead 
of placing people to prevent thefts, and ſecure what remained, or even 
to extinguiſh the fire, he gave the factory up to a general pillage ; and 
in a viſit he made the agent, he had the aſſurance publickly to con- 
feſs, he believed there was not a man in the town but had his ſhare 
of plunder. What with the copper, and other goods the French gave 
Moolah Allee Shaw before their departure, and the copper which he 
clandeſtinely carried toOrmus, he was ſuppoſed to have got in the whole 
to the amount of ſixty thouſand roupees, (not reckoning the guns 
which the French left behind) and his whole gang of Arabs enriched 
themſelves proportionably. As for ſuch of the lower claſs of inhabi- 
tants as had got any booty of copper, Moolah Allee Shaw obliged 
them to ſell it to him, at the rate of two roupees the maund : but 
the Arabs had the precaution to ſend their plunder to their different

Chief, marched to Delli, ang took Allum Mn} and all the Omma 
priſoners. 


AFTER having kept poſleſſion of the capital for ſome time, he at 
length on the ſixth of June, ſent for the Mogul to his tent, where 


he received him with Har honour, and replaced him on the throne, 
having firſt ſecured to himſelf as large a treaſure as could be expected 


from the low ſtate of the finances of the Empire. He then proceeded 


to Agra, and ſeizing the revenues of that diſtrict, marched to Lahore, 


from whence he iſſued his orders to all the neighbouring Nabobs and 
Rajas, that they ſhould acknowledge themſelves in ſubjection to his 


ſon Timur, whom he then proclaimed King of Lahore.- Having 


thus inveſted his ſon with the dominion of à Country from whence 


he propoſed that he ſhould alſo ſuperintend the affairs of Indoſtan, 


he returned to his own Country recommending to Timur to treat the 


Mogul 1 with continued marks of regard and friendſhip. 


SHaw ABADIN Cawn, the ſon of Gauzedy Gil, and conſe- 
quently the true Vice-Roy of the Deckan, choſe rather to ſuffer his | 
right to be uſurped by Salabatzing than relinquith the office of Vizier, 


which gave him fo great an aſcendency over the Mogul, and conſe- 


quently an unbounded power in the Empire. But as all power is pre- 
carious, the ſons of the Emperor became daily more formidable to 


the Vizier, and created him continual trouble and jealoufly. At 
length about the end of the year 1759, to free himſelf from all ſol- 


licitude of that kind, he reſolved, on the murder of his maſter, in 


order that he might place in his ſtead a more inconfiderable repre-

1750. ſegtatiye of the Royal Family, who ſhould be leſs reſpectable in kin 
"NO ſelf, 83d. not ſo formidable by the ſupport of his children or other re- 
| lations.” As theſs wele the great". obſtacles. to the ambition of the 
Vizier, Fas were no leſs ſo to the execution of his preſent deſign: 
therefore to remove them from the capital, he propoſed a hunting- 
match,, and took with him the ſons of the Mogul, and the greateſt 
part of his friends, to a great diſtance from Delli. The next dif- 
ficulty was to overcome the ſuſpicions of the Mogul, and the ſuper- 
ſtitious principles of the Moors, who though they are ready to execute 
any kind of villainy, can never be brought to murder their enen 

in the ſanctuary of his own palace. 


- It was well known that Allum Geer had a moſt particular. 1 vene- 
ration for the Fakeers; and the Vizier was ſenſible that unleſs the 
Emperor could be prevailed on, by a motive of devotion, to come from 
under his roof, no other inducement could ever engage him to abandon 
what he would conſider as his only protection in the abſence of his 
friends. Every thing being concerted accordingly, before the de- 
arture of Shaw Abadin Cawn, the creatures of that Miniſter came 

to the Mogul, and informed him that a Fakeer of moſt eminent 
ſanctity was in the garden, and though it was with great reluctance 
that the Emperor yielded to the dictates of his zeal, he was at length 
by their perſuaſions, prevailed on to go out and meet this holy perſon, 
whom he had long expreſt a deſire to ſee. He had not advanced 
many ſteps in the garden, when two Moors in the habit of Fakeers, 
came ſuddenly behind him, put a nooſe about his neck, and then 
ſtabbed him Kh ſpears till he died on the ſpot. 


As ſoon as the Vizier was informed of the death of his maſter, 
he immediately confined his ſons, and all the friends of Allum Geer, 
who were then with him, and placing on the throne one of the 
Royal Family, whom he thought the moſt convenient for his pur- 
poſes, went himſelf directly to join an army of Marattas, who were 
en for him about thirty miles from Delli. 


-— IT was not long before the Pattans, equally aiſpleaſed with the 
Viaier for his conduct, and the Marattas for interfering in the govern- 
ment of Delli, marched a conſiderable force againſt them, and com- 


ing wp with them at a place called Paniput, near a hundred miles .

Vice ApNHIR AL Pocock having refitted his 0d at Bombay, 
and made it ready for the ſea by the ſeventh of April, 1759, failed on 


that day for the Coaſt of Coromandel, uſing his utmoſt endeavours to 


get round Ceylon before the French fleet, which were 7 ſoon 


to fail from the Iſlands of Mauritius and Bourbon. 


"Gas gained this neceflary point, he continued in the proper 
ſtations to intercept the Enemy, or protect our own trade, till the third 


of Auguſt, and then, as the ſeaſon advanced, proceeded to cruize off 
Pondichery, in hourly expectation of the Enemy. The whole month 


being paſt without any advice of the French ſquadron, which had ſo 
long been expected, proviſions and water grew ſhort, and the Admiral 


was obliged while he continued to cruize for the Enemy, to proceed 
to T Rutsch lin the firſt of September to water the ſhips, as he found 

it very difficult to water them at Negapatam.

Upon this, the Admiral ordered all tlie boats in the fleet to ſtay by the 
Saliſbury to ſave the crew, in caſe of the ſhip's foundering; and ſent 
Admiral Corniſh and Captain Harriſon on board, to examine into 
her ſituation before he would too haſtily take the people out of her. 
They immediately ordered freſh men to the pumps, beginning with 
their own barge-crews, and by this means they ſoon cleared her, and 
by the help of a thrumed- ſail put under her bottom where the princi- 
pal leak was, they made it practicable to keep her free with half her 
pumps; and now judging her to be no longer in danger, they returned 
to their own ſhips, and the Saliſbury made fail the next morning.

On theſe ſides it appears, from the pre- 
ceding deſcription, almoſt impracticable to reach Chengalaput in an 
hoſtile manner; and was the ſouth equally ſecure, it might in this 
country be deemed impregnable; but there nature has changed her 
aſpect, and, from the tank to the paddy fields, preſents high ground, 
favourable to the approach of an enemy.

| We met the French deputies early this morning according to appointment. 'F 
produced a paper of which the incloſed is a tranſlation,” and ſome Perſian writings, 
which they called original grants, deſiring we might examine them. We anſwered, 
that as they had already been communicated to you, it would be only loſing time; that 
we could not take upon us to ſay whether theſe grants were genuine or not, nor whe- 
ther thoſe that gave them had a power ſo to do; that Salabatzing was well known, to 
be in a ſituation not to refuſe any thing to the French; and that it was a great doubt 
whether the Mogul knew what grants Salabatzing had given, though he is aid to have 
approved of his acts. That Gauzedey Cawn's being ſent to depoſe him was no ſtro 
argument on his ſide; that in ſhort, all theſe points had been ſo often conteſted between 
you and Mr. Dupleix, that it was unneceſlary to enter on a further diſcuſſion ; that the 
marquis was well acquainted with your ſentiments, and that it would be needleſs and 
vain for us to attempt to explain them better. We thought-therefore that it would be 
employing our time much more to the purpoſe, if we proceeded to the propoſals; and 
that we would begin by communicating our preliminaries ; upon which we delivered them 
the paper of which we ſent you a copy yeſterday, aſſuring them at the ſame time, that 
if they were admitted, a ſpeedy ſatisfaction might eaſily be found for all parties. They

We can hardly ſur- 
miſe that he could be ignorant that the ſettlement of Madraſs never. has paid ſuch tribute, 
and that the country of Poonamalee is ours by a legal grant; but ſuppoſing it was other- 
wile, it has in this conference ſufficiently appeared that he has no power to ſecure to 
us either; therefore theſe two articles are certainly ridiculous and inſolent. 
- Equally ſo is the third article, to make a priſoner of à prince who has beat his ene- 
mies in every battle; and who, not compelled by neceſſity, but through a humane diſ- 
poſition to put a ſtop to the calamities of war, would treat his encmies as friends. 
Ihe fourth is abſurd and quite unintelligible 3} the Engliſh, have not taken any one 
place from the French, nor are they at this day in poſſeſſion of a ſingle one belonging

Ia regard to the king of Tanjore, the offer is an equivocation; as it is known the 
king of Tanjore is in alliance with the Nabob, and cannot treat ſeparately; if a peace 
is concluded wich the Nabob, and Mr. Dupleix will engage not to moleſt the king or 


his country, he. will lay down his arms. 


Io recapitulate the whole of the French deputies memorial, anſwer and propoſals, 
they are, that Mr. Dupleix (the chief of the French nation)-graſps at the government

| You are not ignorant we conferred, empowered by Nabob Mahomed Allee; and when 

we inſiſted on his being lawful maſter of the Carnateck, it was your part either to diſ- 
prove or pon ain his right. Tt is indeed ſuperfluous to repeat your anſwer ; for 
when, upon your aſking for the ſaneds, you was told that atteſted copies ſhould be ſent 
for, it only produced a poſitive and arbitrary declaration from you, that Mr, Dupleix was 
reſolved upon no account to acknowledge Nabob Mahomed Allee as Suba of the Carna- 
teck. Thoſe ſaneds are by this time on the road, you may ſend a perſon to inſpe&. 


I Tcannot but with ſurpriſe remark, gentlemen, that you are extremely over haſty in 
your concluſions, and too apt to aſſert for fact what you cannot have a clear knowledge of. 
Fn regard tothe confirmation of the delivery of Trichinopoly, you make this quotation from 
a ſuppoſed. letter of mine ; ** As to the act or convention of Trichinopoly, it is I that am an-

any ſuch thing, nor they to me; nor had I a knowledge of any agreement between the 
Nabob and the Dalloway, till after Seringham was taken.

| alſo was adviſed of it, and his anſwer will always remain as a remarkable inſtance of hi;

company's governor; it is true, your vanity furniſhed. you with chimerical ones, and tbe 
ſame exceſſive blind vanity hurried you on gas ly 2 preſs an examination of them; 
but when the principal one was exploded, and the ſpots began to appear in the others, 


you ſuppreſſed a further ſcrutiny ; by this you meant to hide their defects. This, gen-

Without waiting for an 
examination of thele titles, it was, that Mr. Dupleix neyer would on any account ac- 
knowledge Nabob Mahomed Allee as Suha of the Carnateeec nnn 
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When the Nabob offers to bis enemies the ſame advantages as to his friends; and 
when theſe muſt appear beneficial to all that think themſelves ſubje& to the eſtabliſhed 
government, what can a refuſal of them mean, more than a firm reſolution. by power 
of arms to uſurp? Let me add, that from theſe propoſals the Engliſh. have not endea- 
voured to gain to themſelves any particular advantages, but are ſatisfied, in obedience to 
the government, to be concerned as common friends with the French; and that the libert 
of trade ſhould be mutual, without partiality to either. How unjuſt then is the reflec. 
tion you make, gentlemen, that the Engliſh deſiga to remain maſters of the province 
under the name of Nabob Mahomed Allee: thoſe very propoſals refute it; and if you are 
feſolved that this ſhall always be a point of diviſion, we ſhall always retain our juſt 
ſentiments and inclination for peace, and only defend when hoſtile invaſion requires it. 
So moderate are the Nabob's propoſals, that to perſons unacquainted with falke, they 
would ſeem to come from a prince in diſtreſs, and not one whoſe army has never been 
repulſed; but wherever bis ſtandard has been diſplayed, the ſpoils of the enemy's arms 
have been conſt ant mark of his victory, .

* it would be at once giving up all.” If your intentions are to uſurp all, it may be 
fo; though it may be ed . the fiche tio what right you have to do it, or what 
reaſon to expect a tame ſubmiſſion to it, and this muſt appear to all mankind unreaſon- 
able; probably you may conclude that Nabob Mahomed Allee, ſenſible of our friendſhip 
to him, will act partially in his favours to us; no doubt he will gratefully remember our 
ſteady alliance to the Circar, but ſo far as concerns what might be concluded and rati- 
fied by treaty. The contracting parties, the King of Maiſſore, K ing of Tanjore and

If Mr. Dupleix's own 
actions are of fo black a nature as to induce him to think ſo meanly of the reſt of man- 
kind, to them let him add this. .But we have ſome reaſon to conclude that he well 
knows that our alliance with the Circar, and attachment to the Mogul's legal officer, is 
ſiuch as not to be ſhaken by any motives of ſelf-intereſt,” and rather think this is artfu!l 
deſigned to amuſe his and our ſuperiors ; but by writing them, how beneficial to our in- 
1c1elt his offers have been?

To inveſt him with a power, to take not only them, 
but every thing elſe away from us ben pleaſed: but I ſhall deſcend to particulars, and 
firſt, Madraſs never has paid nor been taxed with ſuch a tribute; next, we have a legal 
grant for Poonomalee ; and as to the third, it muſt be done by a mortgage on other 
countries. Neither this nor the other two has Mr. Dupleix any power to do, or procure 
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effeQually ; for when Monſ. Buffy extorted from Salabatzing an order for the rents of the

acting in oppoſition 'to the fundamental laws of the country, are juſtified. This you 
may urge is a concluſion very general, but it is'aJuſt one. 
Rebellion can only be ſupported by acts of violence ; ſuch have appeared; the lives and 
propertyof the ſubjeR were invaded; Mahomed Allee, ſon to Nabob Anayerdey Cawn, 
inveſted with the Prichinopoly government,” which was the principal one of the pro- 
. vince, after Arcot was taken, faithful to his maſter, protected the rights of the Circar, 
Here, gentlemen, the Engliſh" firft make their appearance; from the Mogul and his 
officers they had received phirmaunds for their ſettlements and trade, and lived under the 
protection of his governors z and. it was but gratitude to ſupport his officers, it was 


juſt too. They joined Mahomed Allee, and acquainted Nazirzing with the ſtate of 


1 the province ; he approved of their conduct, wrote to Mahomed Allee to be firm in 


the government of the Carnateck, marched himſelf to ſettle: the province, and then 


confirmed Mahomed Allee in it; Muſtaphazing, ſenſible of his error, ſubmitted ; but 
a Chunda and his allies continued rebellious, a conſpiracy was formed with the Cuddapa 


and Condanore Nabobs, and Nazirzing the lawful Prince of the Deckan was aſſaſſinated. 
So true is what I have before ſaid, that rebellion muſt have recourſe to, and be ſupported. 
by acts of violence; this commenced with the death of the lawful governor of the Car- 


nateck, and was continued by the affaſlination of the Great Mogul's viceroy of the 


Deckan. Theſe are facts which clearly prove that Mr. Dupleix (not we) who com- 
menced, ſtill continues this war, and as we have acted very conformable to, ſo has he 
in open violation of thoſe fundamental laws of the country, which he is ſubject to, and

After the aſſaſſination, Muſtaphaaing was releaſed and ſet up as prince of the Dee - 


| 1155 „Who, with Chunda and Nazirzing's treaſure: and jewels, were conducted to Pony 
dichery. It was induſtriouſly ſpread about that a diviſion was made of thoſe jewels and 
ueafures. Some gratuities might be diſtributed to the villains who adted their parts 
in the betraying and aflafination of Nazitzing; but the ſupporter of: this rebellion. 
having the right of  poſſeſfion, took for himſclf- the greateſt part Muſtaphazing 
had a ſmall matter generouſly beſtowed; on him for his expenees g greater honours were 
indeed ſallowed him, thoſe of prince of the Deckan, and to Chunda Saib the ſubaſhip 
of the Carnateck. It was a prudent meaſure firſt to appoint a prince of the Deckan and 
ſubah of the Carnateck; for who will diſpute but a prince of tbe Deckan has a- power 
to give jageers, and a ſubah of the Carnateck to govern the province. Nabob Maho- 
med Allee indeed might aſk whether all this was done by the Mogul's order, and if Mr. 
| Dunleix cannot: (as is it well known he cannot) produce any of the ſaneds; every thing 
tr m this mock; authority proceeding, is defecxid e, contrary to the eſtabliſhed laws of the 
country, and only the acts of rebels. Po proceed, gentlemen, Muſtaphazing, thus ac- 
cording to the forms of Pondichery regularly inveſted, began his government, it is ſaid, by 
acts of generoſity for the aſſaſſination of his uncle; to Mr. Dupleix a large diſtrict, to ma- 
dam Dupleix another, to the gentlemen: of the ſuperior ebuncil each according to his rank, 
jageers to the officers according to their rank, the ſame to Mr. Dupleix's black miniſters, | 
likewiſe; though to do juſtice tothe gentlemen of the ſuperior couneiſ, I never heard that 
they have had any ſhare in the management of theſe affairs, but ſilently condemn and 
deteſt them; the ſame I may ſay of the gentlemen officers; Theſe are hat Mr. Duplei 
calls; his rights: it may be by ſome imagined that tbeſe gratuities were intended as a 
reward for the aſſaſſination of Nazirzing only; no, the rebellion was ſtill to be proſe - 
cuted.,, Muſtaphazing ſaw: and heard the murmurs in the army, then awed by the 
guns of Pondichery ; he dreaded their fury when they were removed from thence knew 
the horrid murder was unanimouſſy deteſted, and was ſenſible that a power uſurped 
muſt be ſupported by force, and that he could never eſtabliſh his government in the Dec- 
8 without it ; the French troops were neceſſary, they accotdingly joined him; but 
ſhort · lived is power uſurped by indirect means: aſter a few days march from Pondi- 
chery, the Nabobs of Cadaapah and Condamore, who had murdered Nazirzing, put 
an end to his life and uſurpation; I accompanied this prince ſo far, that I might, as I 
begun with his rebellion, conclude with his fate, ſuch! as is generally the end of uſurpers. 
I ſhall now return to the ptovince: Chunda Saib and his allies, ſoon after the departure 
of Muſtaphazing, took the field and begun their operations, by plundering, beſieging of 
forts, and by force garriſoning them. Nabob Mahomed Allee on the murder of Nazir- 
zing had taken refuge in Trichinopoly, wbere the Engliſh ſent!a ſmall detachment for 
his ſecurity ; and on Chunda Saib's taking the field with his allies, the Engliſh detached 
a larger force to join the Nabob's army, which after taking of Verdachilum, they did 
near Volconda; here a, ſkirmiſſi happened, and at Utatore another; the rebels bei 
greatly ſuperior, the Nabob's army croſſed. the Cauvery and Coleroon, and encamped 
under the cannon of Trichinnpoly, the rebels followed; as a ſiege was impracticable, 
they formed a blockade for ſeveral months, and raiſed works, but at ſuch a diſtance as 
proved of no ſignification. At length the Maiſſoreans and Morarow joined ithe Nabob, 
when the rebels, to do them juſtice, made a good retreat with their cannon and baggage 
to Setingham, which in a ſhort time capitulated ; and the traitor Chunda Saib, who had 
formed a deſign of eſcaping by promiſes to er was in the fulneſs of his crimes 
executed. Pleaſe: to remark, gentlemen, as the Fre ch continued their alliance with 
Chunda Saib,: the Engliſh were firm. in their attachment to Nabob Mabomed Allee; who

As I have diſcuſſed the affairs of thiò provihee, which were tranſacted on your part

their march with him to Hydrabad. As ſoon as the news of the aſſaſſination of Na- 
zirzing reached Delly, Gauzedey'Cawn received from the Mogul a ſaned for the Deckan. 
Some months were ſpent in ſettling this affair, when he marched at the head of his army 
towards his government, and arrived at Aurengabad, where he was poiſoned by Sala- 
batzing's mother. Here, gentlemen, is another horrid act to ſupport that cauſe; the juſt- 
neſs of which you take ſo much pains to defend; and when the mother was with the 
Omrahs, entreating her ſon Salabatzing to diſmiſs the French troops, bitter was his re- 
ply, that had ſſie not poiſoned his unele, he might peaceably have enjoyed ſome ſmall 
government under him, but now he detainéd ehe Freneh as his ſecurity: Stung with 
remorſe, ſhe retired to her tent, ſetting fire to it with deſign to periſh in the flames;

ors to communicate, if they think proper, to ours, this laſt writing; of which we could 
give them but a ſlight knowledge. We did all in our power to fulfil what you recom- 
mended to us on this point; we are now going to reply a little more leiſure; to the ho- 
nour you have done us in prolonging our commiſſion as deputies of our nation. 


We ſhall begin, ſir, with confeſſing to you chat being at Pondichery, we at the ut - 


moſt only flattered ourſelves, that you would honour us with an anſwer on the ſubject 
of our priſoners at Trichinopoly, whoſe miſerable ſituation induced us to intercede with 
you for them, before our departure from Sgadraſs: it was no longer their liberty that 
we demanded, only the preſervation of their lives; and we acted in this, leſs as depu- 
ties than as members of of the French nation; We were therefore doubly ſurpriſed at 
the reading of your letter; firſt at your leaving us in the dark about the ſucceſs of our 
requeſt, and then at your pleaſing to continue with us the diſcuſſion of what had been 


treated in the conferences at Sadraſs. With regard to this laſt point, we bave requeſted 


of our governor to give his conſent to our entering on one more act of our paſt dig - 
nity; and we made him ſenſible of our reaſons, among which give us leave to remark to 
you the deſire we have of juſtifying ourſelves, in your opinion, Sit, and in the opinion 


of all that may read your writing, from the reproaches you have there thrown. on. us.

The firſt. reproach. is, t have been wanting in reſpect and regard towards your com- 


miſſaries, in making them wait at Sadraſs. We might complain, Sir, that you put us 


to this neceſſity by not ſending. us the neceſſary. paſſports. Their delay indeed was 
lucky for us; for if we had received them a fortnight ſooner, we ſhould have run a 


riſque of meeting with ſome misfortune. on the road, which, as it was, we did not 


paſs without danger from the quantity of water. we yet founß gd. 
If you would pleaſe to acknowledge on the fide of the French commiſſaries, an equal 
right to complain of want of regard: and reſpect, you would find them better founded.

Your commiſſaries amuſed: us to the end of the conferences 
in the chicanery, Which may be ſeen in their writings, and of which we leave the 
judgment to thoſe to whom it ſhall belong.
